The salient feature of the bibliography in hand is the depth classifi¬ 
cation schedule developed for the discipline of Biochemistry. This was 
necessitated by its being accepted as an independent discipline. The sche¬ 
dule has been developed with the help of the provisions contained in the 
Universal Decimal Classification scheme (2nd Edition). 

We hope the academic community will receive this bibliography with 
the same warmth that it has been according to the earlier volumes.

This bibliography lists 3,233 theses accepted during the year 1986-87 
by the Indian Universities for doctoral degrees in the subjects of Natural 
and Applied Sciences. These have been classified by the Dewey Decimal 
Classification (19th Edition) and this governs their general airangement. 
Some changes have however been made to meet the demands of literary 
warrant Environmental Sciences, Biochemistry and Solar Energy have 
been treated as independent disciplines. Crystallography has been shifted 
from Chemistry to Physics and listed immediately before Modem Physics. 
Depth schedule has been developed for Biochemistry with the help of 
the provisions in the Universal Decimal Classification (Ilnd Edition). 

Abbreviations have been used to render the names of the various 
univensities/institutes and research centres, and a complete list of these 
abbreviations and their expansions follows the Alphabetic Subject Index. 
For theses where the information about the year when the research was 
begun was not available, only the year of award of degree has been given. 
Availability note provides information about the availability of theses 
for consultation and use by the research scholar. Unless indicated by an 
asterisk to the serial number a copy of each of the thesis listed is available

in the respective university/institute library. The thesis is available in the 
university/mstitute office when the serial number is marked by an asterisk. 
As regard the guides under whom research has been conducted, 
information has been provided in the majority of thfc cases. However 
where complete address was not available we had to be content with the 
name of the guide only. There are, however, a few cases where even the 
name could not be ascertained. 

An alphabetic subject index and a scholar index are included to facilitate 
reference. The scholar index is arranged alphabetically according to the 
surnames of the scholars and directs the user to the text with the help 
of the runnning serial number of the entries.
